WASHINGTON (BP) — Fed- 
eral support for public school 
education without federal con- 
trol got a new boost here at 
hearings before the genera! edu- 
cation subcommittee of the 
House Committee on Education 
and Labor. 

Rep. Cleveland M. Bailey (D., 
W. Va.) is chairman of the sub- 
committee. . 

The executive secretary of the 
Council of Chief State School 
Officers along with two state 
superintendents of public in- 
struction and a big city school 
superintendent testified in fa- 
vor of the “new approach” to 
education known as the Bailey 
plan. 


An organization, citizens for 
Educational Freedom, composed 
of champions of the private and 
parochial school interests, ap- 
peared against the bill, because 
it provides aid for public schools 
only. 

Historically, Baptists helped 
to develop the publis school 
system. In recent years several 
Baptist conventions and many 
Baptist associations have pass- 
ed strong resolutions urging 
continued support and develop- 
ment of the public schools, 


New Formula Set 

The Bailey plan (H. R. 
10180) would provide for a fed- 
eral contribution to the states 
of two per cent of the state’s 
public school expenditures.

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The Seminary Issue 


Southern Baptist seminaries have been much in the 
news for the past.few years. The latest interest has been 
centered on Midwestern Seminary and one of its profes- 
sors, Dr. Ralph Elliott, who wrote the controversial book, 
THE MESSAGE OF GENESIS. Almost every week for the 
past three months we have carried.some story or article 
related to this matter. , 

A majority of the Southern Baptist editors have writ- 
-ten one or more editorials concerning this controversial 
issue, and numerous articles about it have been published. 
They have included both those which condemned the book 
and “those which defended it. 

‘ Some churches, associations and pastor’s conferences 
have passed resolutions concerning the matter, and there 
have been requests that the Midwestern Seminary Board 
of Trustees reconsider the action they took last December 
in defending the book. | 

At its recent meeting in Nashville the Executive Com- 
mittee refused to act on a request that had come to it from 
a church that something be done about the issue, stating 
‘that control of the Seminaries was in the hands of the trus- 
tees and that the Executive Committee had no authority 
to act. % 

The Sunday School Board, publishers of the book, 
issued a statement concerning its publication policy, and 
defended publication of the book. 

A group of Baptist pastors and leaders, deeply con- 
cerned’ about this book and other situations that might in- 
dicate some trend toward modernism or liberalism, met in 
Oklahoma City recently to counsel and pray about the 
whole matter and to seek a solution. 

Much Material Received 


The Baptist Record has received far more material 

than could possibly be published, with the limitations of 

_ space which we have. We are still receiving articles and 
letters almost daily. Same of ‘this material we may yet be 
able to use, if developments, warrant, while much of it we 
will not. be able to use. We are not trying to limit debate 
on the matter, but simply endeavoring to choose from the

An Important Problem

tists are, by large majority, conservative in theix doctrinal 

ition, and are determined that their institutions shall 

old and teach doctrines in accord with that position. When 

there appears to be a trend! toward liberalism, or when 

- gome professor or writer begins to speak in the language 

- of the liberals, Southern Baptists’ become disturbed, and 

rightly they should. The whole future of the denomina- 

tion and the individual churches, will be affected by 
what is taught in our institutions. 

This problem is considered as a serious matter, not 
by some insignificant trouble! making group, but by lead- 
ers, pastors and people all across the convention, Trusted 
pastors and leaders, who have .proved their loyalty to 
Christ and to the denominatian, and who are unsurpassed 
in education, training, and ability, are among those who 
are speaking up. The fine laymen and women in our chur- 
ches are also expressing their concern. This is an important 
matter which must be settled in the right way. 

Limits To Academic Freedom 

2. All right thinking Southern Baptists certainly rec- 
ognize that there must be academic freedom, even as there 
is freedom in every Baptist church, and that no group can 
set up a rigid creed for Baptists. At the same time there 
are certain basic-truths and teachings that have made us 
Baptists, and somewhere there is a line, which, when 
crossed, places one in a position no longer held by Bap- 
tists. Perhaps it is difficult to define that line, but it must 
exist at some point. Certainly a person cannot be classi- 
fied as a Baptist whose views| and teachings are at utter 
divergence with the views that,have made Baptists through

Most Sou- 
thern Baptists believe that all Scripture is inspired of God,

Certainly they give every individual the 
right to believe what he will,| but they do not recognize 
that liberty as license to preach and teach in Baptist in- 
stitutions those things which| seem to be diametrically 
Opposed to the accepted Baptist doctrinal position. This 
is the reason that such matters as the Elliott book, create 
disturbances in many Baptist minds. They may be wron,

vention the size of ours, authority for control of institutions 
and agencies must be delegated. That is the reason that we 
have boards of trustees, committees, commissions,’ etc. Our 
work could not be handled in any other manner. We must 
trust these groups and give them authority to direct the af- 
fairs of our agencies, At the same time, however, these 
groups have a responsibility to the convention, and must, 
under the leadership of the Holy Spirit, seek to make those 
institutions what Southern Baptists want them to be. After 
all, the ownership is with the convention, as is the financial 
responsibility, and the convention itself does have the right 
to say what it wants these institutions -to be. The boards of 
control have authority, but it is delegated authority, and 
they are still responsible to the convention, This does not 
mean that they have to yield to the whim of every indivi- 
dual or group, but they should diligently seek to keep the 
institutions in the paths originally set for them by the con- 


vention. ¢ 
WILL BE SETTLED 

4. It is our conviction that this whole matter will be 
settled and be settled in the right manner. Churches and 
individual Baptists should not act hastily in cutting mis- 
sion giving, or taking other action that would hinder or 
hurt either individual institution or the whole denomina- 
tional program. Time will work these problems out, and if 
it does not, then churches can take such actions as they 
deem necessary. An old time preacher has been quoted as 
saying “Give Baptists time and they, will talk themselves 
together.” We sincerely believe that this matter will be 
settled right, because great hosts of dedicated Baptists 
are praying earnestly, and diligently seeking the. right 
answer. Baptist pastors, leaders, trustees, the administra- 
tive leaders of the institutions involved, and 
are deeply concerned and seeking God’s leadership and di 
rection. Moreover, there is full and frank discussion of the 
matter, with many Baptists speaking. 

Let us not be led astray, either by those who would

We are not bound to elect 
the’ same man.

It does snot 
require him to serve two. ° 

From .1899 to 1938 the pre- 
sidents served three years. 
The exceptions during this 
period were J. B. bag 
‘who served four years; F. F, 
Brown, one year; M. E. Dodd, 
two years. The pattern since 
1939 has been for our presi- 
dents to serve two years; R. 
G. Lee excepted, serving three 
years. ‘ 

One year as president of ou 
great convention seems long 
}enough for these reasons: 

1. Messengers feel more’ a 
part of the convention at the 
time of electing officers than 
any other time. Most of our 
convention business must 
come through committees and 
boards. The election of officers 
can be a free, democratic pro- 
cess, unencumbered and with- 
out pre-convention planning. 

Should Be Distributed — 

2. The honor should be dis- 
tributed among more of our 
men. It is an honor without 
executive power. Many cap- 
able men will be denied this 
responsibility and privilége be- 
cause of the two-year pattern. 
If it is a burden, one man 
should not bear it; if is an 
honor, it should be shared. . - 

3. Our churches should not 
‘have to give their pastors to 
causes beyond the local church 
for two years. The same ap- 
plies to business and laymen. 

4. Our pastors and laymen 
whould not be called on two 
‘years for the strenuous travel 
and hundreds of engagements 
outside their regular duties. 

5. Change of personalities 
gives a variety that adds in- 
terest, zest, and vigor to our 
denomination.

‘The Teachings Of Jesus 
In View Of The Cross 


By Rev. Clark W. McMurray, Pastor, 
First, Pascagoula | ence 

Anyone seeking to interpret this portion of scripture will 
realize the importance of the revelation that was made by Jesus 
to his disciples in the region of Caesarea-Philippi. This is a 
high point in the ministry of Jesus. Most scholars agree that 
one cannot understand the ministry of Jesus unless he under- 
stands something of what took place here. 

The Crisis 
d reached a crises in his ministry. It was also a 
crisis in the lives of the apostles. We are so 
far removed from the historical situation that 
it is difficult for us to project ourselves into 
"> the events ‘and experience of Jesus and his 
| apostles in the region of Caesarea-Philippi. 
= Jesus had come to the place in his develop- 
| ing ministry in which he knew that there must 
s be a collision between sin and righteousness, 
_between hate and love, between Satan and 
the Messiah. Jesus saw at the point of this 
i collision there was the cross. He knew he must: 

bring his ‘disciples to some measure of understanding of this 
crisis. So he took them aside to a quiet place in order to pre- 
pare them for the astounding revelation he must make to them. . 
Jesus called for a statement from them as to his true identity. 
Peter spoke for the group and answered, ‘‘You are the Christ, 
the Son of the living God.’’ Jesus commended Peter on his 
answer, and stated that upon such a confession ‘“‘I will build 
my church.’’ Now it is here that the crisis arises. In Matthew 
16:21 Jesus immediately sets forth the teaching that he is to 
go on to Jerusalem, where he will be killed and on the third 
day rise. This teaching. neither Peter nor the other disciples 
understood. The decision faced them as to whether they would 
go on to Jerusalem with Jesus. : 

The cross, when revealed in its deepest meaning, always . 
brings a crisis. When a man discovers the cross and its mean- 
ing, he is at the crossroads of life. For these early disciples their 
crossroads was whether to go following Jesus to Jerusalem, 
or whether to go back and take their chance with another Mes- 
siah. The same question confronts us today: ‘Are we willing to 
go all the way with Jesus? This constitutes par as our major 
crisis.
